EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 2-8 
and 1 1 directed to invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 2-8 and 
11 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,10 
and 16-25 are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or suggest, 
singularly or in combination, at least the limitations that second region of the insulating 
film is "surrounding said first pad", that "the first and second regions have substantially 
the same thickness"; and that "a combination of the wiring patterns and the post 
portions (or electrodes) thereon having substantially the same thickness as the light- 
transmitting portion (or member)", as recited in amended base claims 1 and 16. 
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4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
